FOREWORD 


This booklet is designed to acquaint Ontario manufacturers with the many 
opportunities that exist for marketing their products in the United States. 


In 1964, as in 1963, over 22 per cent of all United States imports were from 
Canada. About 49 per cent of United States imports were accounted for by 
fully manufactured goods. 


The information contained in this booklet is divided into three parts. 


The first part contains U.S. imports as reported by the U.S. Bureau of the 
Census. The U.S. method of reporting its international trade data has been 
undergoing revisions and as a result 1964 commodity figures cannot be directly 
compared with 1963 figures. However, direct comparisons are possible at the 
Section and Group levels because the contents are adopted from the United 
Nations Standard International Trade Classification (S.1.T.C.) which has not 
been revised since 1960. The $.I.T.C. system is used by countries accounting 
for over 80 per cent of world trade and provides for comparability of foreign 
trade statistics for the broad product groups. 


In the second part, Canadian exports to the U.S. of major ‘‘End Products - 
Inedible’’ are shown. This provides 1963-1964 comparison at the commodity 
level based on the Canadian system of reporting. There are, of course, many 
more commodities reported and information on them is available from this 
office. 


The third part contains a list of United States trade fairs and exhibitions.
